HIT BY CARER 


Criminal record for care worker attacked by eight-year-old with broom 


A care worker has been given a 
criminal record and banned from 
working with children for a year 
after striking a “physically aggres¬ 
sive” child who was gouging her 
eyes with a broom. 

Monsurat Balogun, 46, was given a 
community order at court this week 
after admitting an assault at the 
Lighthouse Children’s Home in 
Surbiton on August 13, last year, de¬ 
scribed as “borderline accidental”. 

The eight-year-old boy, who 
suffered from learning disabilities, 
had thrown a tennis ball at 
Balogun’s face and attacked her 
with a broom after being told 
twice to apologise.

Defence counsel Susanne Cleary 
said: “The complainant pointed the 
broom at Mrs Balogun and threat¬ 
ened to poke her eye out. 

“He pushed it into her face and 
into her eye area and ear area. 

“He was extremely physically ag¬ 
gressive, throwing a tennis ball at 
her face. All of the witnesses cor¬ 
roborated that. 

“She asked him to stop. Other 
members of staff also asked him to 
stop doing this. He did not. He 
continued. The complainant point¬ 
ed the broom at Mrs Balogun and

threatened to poke her eye out. He 
pushed it into her face and into her 
eye area and ear area. 

“She asked him to refrain from 


doing this and he did not. He contin¬ 
ued to use the brush to aggressively 
rub her face. 

“She grabbed the broom and un¬ 
fortunately struck the complainant 
in his face. She admits she did it by 
force.” 

Balogun had been working with 
the Lighthouse Children’s Home in 
Surbiton for a year before the inci¬ 
dent. She had worked with the boy 
before without any problems. 

He attacked staff 34 times while 
he was at the home, the court heard. 

The boy’s own grandmother had 
previously been investigated on 
suspicion of assaulting him but was 
not prosecuted, the court heard. 


The court heard his parents had 
also been involved in incidents. 

Balogun, from Southwark, wept in 
court as she was described as being 
“extremely remorseful”. 

Andrew Millard, lead magistrate 
at Lavender Hill Magistrates’ Court 
at the sentencing on June 4, said: 
“This is an extremely difficult situ¬ 
ation. We believe however that the 
offence of common assault in this 
case is serious enough for us to 
make a community order.” 

She was given a community order 
for 12 months, during which she 
must carry out unpaid work and is 
banned from working with chil¬ 
dren. She was also fined £145.

Tributes have been paid to a 
bike and motorcycle enthusi¬ 
ast who was killed while mar¬ 
shalling a cycling road race. 

Colin Stent, 54, from Upper 
Brighton Road, Surbiton, 
died at the South East Road 
Race League meeting in Kent 
on Saturday, May 25. 

Mr Stent had been working 
as a National Escort Group 
(NEG) rider when his motor¬ 
cycle collided with a car in 
Hook Green, Lamberhurst, at 
10.35am. 

Last week neighbour Scott 
Morrison paid tribute to Mr 
Stent. 

Mr Morrison, 45, said: “He 
was just basically a great guy. 

“He enjoyed life, motorbik- 
ing and cycling. He did road 
and mountain biking. 

“He was always friendly 
and always pleased to chat. 

“I am just a bit shocked 
really. We would have a cou¬ 
ple of beers together, and we

would always chat at the 
garage together and at 
barbecues.” 

Mr Morrison said he and 
Mr Stent had been planning 
to cycle together to 
Weybridge. 

“We were supposed to go cy¬ 
cling this week ironically. I 
was going to take him down a 
route that goes down to 
Weybridge. 

“He used to cycle around 
Richmond Park on his road 
bike a lot.” 

South African-born Mr 
Stent was living in Surbiton 
with his partner. No one an¬ 
swered at his home on Thurs¬ 
day when contacted by the 
Kingston Guardian. 

Following his death, the 
three-day cycling event was 
cancelled out of respect. 

British Cycling president 


Brian Cookson said: “This is 
a tragedy which will sadden 
everyone associated with 
road racing in this country. 

“My thoughts and those of 
everyone at British Cycling 
are with the friends and fami¬ 
ly of the NEG rider.” 

A spokesman for Kent Po¬ 
lice said: “The motorcyclist, a 
55-year-old man from Sur¬ 
biton, had been acting as a 
road marshal for a regional 
Road Racing League event in¬ 
volving more than 60 
cyclists. 

“He suffered serious in¬ 
juries and was pronounced 
dead at the scene.” 

Police are still appealing for 
witnesses to the event. Call

28, last year. 

Mohammed Afzal, 22, 
from Walsall, Ebrahim 
Hassan Shaikh, 19, of 
Wood Street, Kingston, 
and Rayad Mohammed 
Miah, 22, from Birming¬ 
ham deny robbery, kid¬ 
nap, attempted robbery 
and attempting to inflict 
grievous bodily harm. 

Gasim Gasim, 22, of 
Burnham Street, 

Kingston, denies false im¬ 
prisonment, attempting to 
inflict grievous bodily 
harm while Sooraj Noori, 
20, of King Henry’s Road, 
Kingston, denies false im¬ 
prisonment, attempting to 


inflict grievous bodily 
harm and kidnapping. 

Giving evidence behind a 
screen at Kingston Crown 
Court on Friday, Mr Yadav 
told the courtroom his or¬ 
deal only ended when he 
managed to convince some 
of the men to take him to 
East Ham, where he could 
give them £1,000 in cash, 
but instead managed to 
get away. 

He said: “They beat me 
continuously throughout 
the day. They were in con¬ 
trol of the situation - they 
were telling me what to 
do. 

“I am pretty much saying 
anything I can for me to 
get out of this address.” 

But Tom Horder, defend¬ 
ing Mr Noori, said Mr 
Yadav had given conflict¬ 
ing accounts about the 
weapons used in the as¬ 
sault. 

He told him: “You are 
making this up as you go 
along. You are telling peo¬ 
ple different things at dif¬ 
ferent times.”

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Beady Eye on gig tickets 


Liam Gallagher is coming to 
Kingston for an intimate live 
gig - but if you do not al¬ 
ready have tickets, you are 
already too late. 

The news broke last Mon¬ 
day that the ex-Oasis front¬ 
man would be playing 
McClusky’s with his band 
Beady Eye on Friday, June 7, 
ahead of the release of new 
album Be. 

The story sparked a stam¬ 
pede for tickets, as fans of 
the indie icon rushed to se¬ 
cure a place among the 
crowd. 

In less than 30 minutes, all 
800 tickets were sold out. 

Jon Tolley, manager of 
Banquet Records in Eden 
Street, Kingston, which or¬ 
ganised the gig, said: “The 
gig took 30 minutes to sell out 
- but in truth, that didn’t sur¬ 
prise us. 


“This is, after all, a massive 
band featuring members who 
have played stadia before. 
This is an incredibly inti¬ 
mate show for a big band on 
the verge of releasing a new 
album, so the 800 tickets 
went in no time. 

“It’s sure to be a memo¬ 
rable intimate stripped-down 
gig on June 7, at the home of 
our regular indie club night 
New Slang - McClusky’s. 
This is a one-off event on the 
Friday before the album is 
released and will be the first 
time a lot of these songs are 
played live.” 

Beady Eye formed in the 
wake of Oasis’s acrimonious 
split in 2009, when Noel Gal¬ 
lagher, Liam’s older brother, 
walked out on the band. 

They released their debut 
album Different Gear Still 
Speeding in 2011. 


Five men have appeared in 
court charged with a bur¬ 
glary in New Malden last 
Thursday.

Five on burglary charge 
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Inspectors dish the 


dirt on

Thinking of going out for a bite 
tonight? You might want to 
choose where you go a bit more 
carefully. 

More than one in 10 food 
providers in Kingston need to 
improve hygiene standards - 
with 78 told by the Food Stan¬ 
dards Agency they need urgent 
or major improvements. 

Restaurants such as Priya in 
Surbiton, Dallas Chicken in 
Kingston, Spicy Island in New 
Malden and RAJ Cash and Carry 
in Tolworth Broadway were 
among the 13 places to get zero 
stars out of five. 

Another 65 received only one 
out of five when Kingston Coun¬ 
cil health inspectors came 
calling. 

But fear not, nearly half of the 
places in the borough achieved 
top marks. 

Zia Gul, manager of Chic-o- 
land in Kingston, said achieving 
full marks took a lot of work. 

He said: “Everything has to be 
spotless. They are very strict

The inspections 

• Health inspectors look at how 
food was prepared and stored, 
how food safety was document¬ 
ed, plus cleanliness and other 
conditions inside a business. 

• Businesses can only be closed 
if the food is not safe to eat, or 
there is an imminent risk to 
health. 

• The ratings are updated on the 
Food Standards Agency website 
but there is no way to be notified 
of new inspections so if you are 
nervous about where you eat, 
check the site each time or 
download the app for your phone. 


when it comes to inspecting 
shops, but we have got it twice. 
We have worked really hard to 
get that.” 

Shelly Mahoney, manager of 
the Playtime Day Nursery in 
Bridge Road, Chessington, said 
its one out of five rating was due 
to the age of the building. 

She said: “We just de-cluttered 
the room a bit more because it is

an office as well. We brought a 
steam cleaner and updated our 
food policy.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “Should a business fail to 
carry out urgent improvements 
we can take action by serving a 
hygiene improvement notice. 

“Should a business still not 
comply then we take legal ac¬ 
tion, which can lead to heavy 
fines.” 

Last week consumer group 
Which? revealed the KT4 post¬ 
code - Worcester Park - was the 
second-dirtiest area in Britain to 
eat out. 

The Duke of York pub in Victo¬ 
ria Road, Surbiton, has turned 
around its food hygiene stan¬ 
dards. It now has a five rating 
after being slapped with a zero¬ 
rating in January. 

Landlord Brendan Connolly 
said the verdict came because 
the pub lacked a separate area 
for preparing food. 

He said: “Basically we had in¬ 
vested a lot of money and it 
seems to have worked. It was 
harsh to get a zero. I took imme¬ 
diate action.”

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Avoid park, dog owners told 


Dog walkers are being advised to 
walk their pets away from Richmond 
Park as the deer birthing season 
begins. 

Royal Parks is warning visitors to 
both Richmond and Bushy Parks that 
deer can become very aggressive and 
protective of their newborn fawns, 
and should consider taking their 
dogs elsewhere between May and 
July. 

After birth, the young deers are hid¬ 
den among the bracken and long 


grass - a playground for inquisitive 
dogs. 

But this year’s cold spring has de¬ 
layed the growth of the bracken, 
meaning there is even less shelter for 
the fawns. 

Park manager Simon Richards said 
that dog walkers continuing to use 
the parks should ensure all animals 
are on leads and kept at least 50m 
away from the deers. 

He said: “Deer are wild animals and 
can behave unpredictably.”

She said: “I was a great fan of 
the artist Gwen John, who was 
and still is a big name. So this in¬ 
fluenced the type of painting I 
did.” 

Since then she has always 
worked as an artist, whether il¬ 
lustrating or painting. She lived 
in Richmond for about 30 years 
and in Kingston for about 15. 

She said she has illustrated 


about 105 books for the 
Postman Pat series, as well as 
comic strips. 

Having been to Burlington 
House frequently since her first 
painting was displayed, she said 
she was amazed at how much it 
has changed. 

She said: “Art has just sort of 
expanded into so many direc¬ 
tions, particularly the fact that 
when I exhibited, art was figura¬ 
tive and representational to a 
great degree. I know Picasso was 
around then, but he hadn’t start¬ 
ed exhibiting in the way he did 
afterwards. 

“Nowadays art is far more open 
to everyone.

Interfaith solidarity: Uniting against hatred

Faith leaders and community fig¬ 
ures in Kingston have united in 
their condemnation of the killing 
of a British soldier in Woolwich. 

Representatives including 
Bishop of Kingston Richard 
Cheetham, Kingston Muslim As¬ 
sociation (KMA) trustee Rizwan 
Khaliq and Kingston police bor¬ 
ough commander Ian Smith, met 
at Kingston mosque to extend 
solidarity to Woolwich residents 
following the death of Drummer 
Lee Rigby, who died in a machete 
attack in the street on May 22. 

They also called for unity 
among Kingston residents. 

In a joint statement the Rev 
Amanda Beck and Rabbi Charley 
Baginski, of Kingston Interfaith 
Forum, said: “As representatives 
of many of Kingston’s faith 
communities, we deplore the ter¬ 
rible attack that took place in 
Woolwich. 

“All of our religions exalt the 
sanctity of human life and no 
grievance could justify such a 
barbaric assault that has cost a 
young man his life. Hatred never 
ceases through hatred.” 

John Azah, chairman of 
Kingston Race and Equalities 
Council (Krec), said: “Krec 


implores all communities to stay 
resolute come together and con¬ 
tinue to work positively to sup¬ 
port those who feel violated or 
become fearful as a result of 
these horrible events. 

“At this very difficult time we 
should work harder to stay unit¬ 
ed and to resist any attempts by 
others to pull us apart.” 

In the days following Drummer 
Rigby’s death, Woolwich has 
seen protests from far-right 
group the English Defence 
League, and a rise in Islamopho- 
bic attacks has been reported 
nationally. 

The KMA released a statement 
on the day of the attack, calling it 


a “senseless act” that ran “con¬ 
trary to the fundamental teach¬ 
ings of Islam”. 

Councillor Derek Osbourne, 
Kingston Council leader, said: 
“In Kingston, like the rest of 
London, we are a diverse commu¬ 
nity and we are a united commu¬ 
nity. That unity is what makes 
our community spirit strong, 
and we and our partners will go 
on working as one to embrace 
equality and to support and pro¬ 
tect the community.” 

Michael Adebowale, 22, from 
Greenwich, and Michael Adebo- 
lajo, 28, from Romford, have been 
charged with Drummer Rigby’s 
murder.

No site yet for new school

The backers of a new free school have 
insisted its doors will be open by 
September 2014 - even though a suitable 
site has yet to be found. 

A bid by the Chapel Street Community 
Schools Trust to open a new primary 
school in Motspur Park, on the border 
of Kingston and Merton boroughs, was 
approved by the Department for Educa¬ 
tion last week. 

The Morden-based trust has promised 
that, when it opens, Raynes Park Com¬ 
munity School will be a non-faith school 
with a Christian ethos with 60 reception 
places available 15 months from now. 

Within seven years the school, which 
will serve people in Motspur Park, 
Raynes Park and West Wimbledon, will 
add 420 primary school places to the 
mix. 

But a site for the proposed school is 
yet to be found. 

A spokesman from the Chapel Street 
Community Schools Trust said: “The 
site has yet to be decided. “We are hop¬ 
ing to make the decision as soon as 
possible. 

“We are confident we will be able to 
find a site. We are confident the site will 
be acceptable to people.” 

He said the school would be non-selec- 
tive and would also cater to special 
needs pupils. 

It will be run with help from Roehamp- 
ton University, the YMCA, Doxa Deo 
Church and Raynes Park Community 


Church, which is based in the same 
building as the Chapel Street Communi¬ 
ty Schools Trust. 

Chapel Street already runs a sec¬ 
ondary school in Wigan, with an¬ 
other due to be opened in Oxford in 
September. 


Earlier this week the Kingston 
Guardian held a poll on its website ask¬ 
ing parents whether they would send 
their child to a free school. 

The results showed 45 per cent would 
not, 40 per cent would and 15 per cent 
did not know.

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An ill-judged remark 


Police officers do not sit 
around playing Angry Birds 


I wish to respond to your arti¬ 
cle about the decline in police 
officer numbers, and in par¬ 
ticular to London Assembly 
member Tony Arbour’s com¬ 
ments (Service same despite 
fewer cops, May 30). 

I would like to challenge his 
statement: “The decline in po¬ 
lice officers is also related to 
what the police officers actu¬ 
ally do. It does not matter how 


many you have got, if they are 
all sitting in the office playing 
Angry Birds.” 

This Government required 
the Metropolitan Police Ser¬ 
vice (MPS) to cut £500m from 
its budget over three years. 

That is a massive cut for any 
organisation to endure and in 
order to make these savings 
the MPS are reducing their 
estate rather than cutting 


constable numbers. This re¬ 
duction means officers, even 
those who are office-based, 
have to share computer facili¬ 
ties. To suggest that officers 
have the time or inclination to 
play Angry Birds at work is 
cheap and insulting. 

Typically Metropolitan 
Police officers strive to serve 
the public to the best of their 
ability, despite the cuts they 


are enduring to the service 
and to the officer’s pay and 
pensions. 

A more typical portrait of a 
Met Police officer was shown 
by officers responding to re¬ 
cent events in Woolwich.

planning permission is a 
smooth process. He says: 

1. Approach neighbours 
before submitting your 
application. Try and 
consult them early on and 
discuss your ideas and try 
to get them onside. It will 
help if they do not object. 
Take on board their view as 
far as is reasonable. 

2. Remember, planning is 
politics, so you need to 
campaign for your cause. 
Approach the council with 
your plans early on, at 
around the time you are 
ready to apply and try and 
get their support for the 
scheme. Take on board 
their views if possible and 
be prepared to show some 
compromise. 

3. Take pre-application 
advice from the planning 
department early on to 


avoid aborted design fees. 
Take onboard local 
planning policy, but look 
for precedents that may 
support your application. 
Planning policy is guidance 
only, and rules can be 
stretched and manipulated. 

4. Applications for listed 
building consent should 
always involve professional 
planning advice, and may 
need advice from an 
historic building 
consultant. Identifying all 
repairs (standard rate VAT) 
and all alterations (zero 
rate VAT) can help reduce 
costs by minimising VAT. 

5. It can pay to apply for a 
little more than you really 
want or expect to build so 
that you have something to 
sacrifice should you need to 
compromise. 

6. Don’t make any 


contentious applications 
around the time of local or 
national elections. No one 
wants to stick their neck 
out to support a scheme 
that will be unpopular with 
the local community. 

7. If your scheme is 
recommended by the 
planning officers for 
refusal, withdrawing the 
application and making 
some amendments can be a 
better tactic than allowing 
it to be refused and then 
trying to appeal. Don’t 
waste time and money 
fighting a hopeless cause. 

8. Take a tactical 
approach. If one or two 
aspects of the design are 
contentious, remove them, 
get approval for the main 
scheme, and then re-apply 
for the more controversial 
aspects later - there is no

fee for reapplying the first 
time. You could also apply 
for minor amendments to 
the scheme by writing to 
the local authority. 

9. Consider combining 
what you can achieve using 
Permitted Development 
Rights (www. planning 
portal.gov.uk). 

10. If the application is 
contentious, get the advice 
of a professional planning 
consultant. Subtle 
differences in approach or 
wording can make all of the 
difference, and secure 
success rather than refusal, 
and unlock the true value 
of your property.

Romero turns hatred 
into positive message 




After London 2012, the nation 
fell in love with its sporting 
greats, but Wallington’s 
Olympic hero Rebecca 
Romero remembers when it 
was bricks being hurled at 
her rather than affection. 

Romero, who is an ambas¬ 
sador for this year’s rebrand¬ 
ed London Cycle Sportive - 
formerly Ride Around Lon¬ 
don - was the first GB woman 
to compete in two different 
Olympic events, and only the 
second woman in the Games’ 
history to win medals in dif¬ 
ferent sports. 

The 33-year-old won gold in 
Beijing 2008 in the individual 
cycle pursuit, 
but it was 
while training 
for the 

quadruple 
sculls for 

Athens 2004 - 
where she would 
win silver - that the 
former pupil of 
Wallington High 
School for Girls came 
under fire. 

Romero said: “I re¬ 
member training in the 
early morning and on 
weekends, and bricks 
being thrown at me,” she 
said. 

“Fishermen didn’t like us 
disturbing the water, and they 
thought we would get tangled

in their nets. 

“And people in the house 
boats just thought we were a 
disturbance and a nuisance. 
They all pretty much hated 
us, it was challenging.” 

Maybe it was these encoun¬ 
ters that led Romero to front 
London Cycle Sportive, a cy¬ 
cling event around London 
that aims to raise money for 
the charity Access Sports. 

“Lots of people don’t have 
inspiration or encourage¬ 
ment. My talent could have 
gone undiscovered if it wasn’t 
for volunteers,” 


she said. 

“Access Sport gives children 
the chance to try new things 
and discover new talents. It 
gives the disadvantaged the 
opportunity to try.” 

Growing up in Wallington, 
Romero, was always familiar 
with the Surrey landscape, 
often riding her bike around 
Richmond Park, and it was 
not until she was 17 that she 
decided to try rowing. 

She said: “I was always keen 
at sports but it wasn’t until 
I moved to Twickenham that 
I made use of the river nearby. 

“I just looked at the yellow 
pages and found the Kingston 
Rowing Club. It just so 
happened

that it was one of the most 
successful rowing clubs for 
women. It was just fate. My 
club coach identified talent in 
me and put his own personal 
money and time into me. 

“For most athletes it’s about 
the everyday person and vol¬ 
unteers that change your life. 
That’s why I work with Lon¬ 
don Cycle Sportive, because of 
the difference it can make.” 

Rebecca continued rowing 
and went on to win silver at 
the 2004 Athens Olympics in 
the quadruple sculls, before 
returning to the saddle. 

She said: “My experience of 
getting into rowing is what 
made me want to become an 
ambassador for London Cycle 
Sportive and be¬ 
cause I’m a cy¬ 
clist from 
London.” 

And for 
Romero the 
message is 
clear: “Not being 
scared of trying some¬ 
thing new is important. 
“It doesn’t matter if you 
fail because you learn. It’s 
never too late.”
